Th^se  excellent 
men  had  but  ^ittle  direct  infi  lence  oo 
practical  p  ditidu — lor  the  ntuarcr  to  their 
appeal  th  ifthe  Constitution  forbade 
interference  wifi  ala  very  where  it  existed. 
What  they  ilttjL  was  to  advertise  to  the 
people,  with  wijfciderfnl  courage  and  per 
tinaciy,  the  AaonHtrouv  wickedness  of 
shiveiy.  The  Uilitic&l  leaders  ol  the  mi 
nority,  hoscru  seized  their  op  >rtunity, 
and  at  the  *u49ci  >u*  ii:n-  t  iin  d  e  policy 
up  >u  theslaveH  q  lestion  which  was  both 
practical  and&. institutional.  They  said; 
*‘Wc  will  not  wmch  slavery  in  the  states 
where  it  exist  J-tnat  would  be  uaconstitu 
tioui!;  but  wcfilcm  uid  that  it  shall  not 


believe  we  interpret  the  thought  of  a  num¬ 
berless  multitude  of  our  citizens  when  we 
say  that  no  human  wisdom  is  competent 
for  this  work,  and  that  lie  who  made  the 
nations  is  tip:  only  source  of  relief.  Let 
the  President  appoint  a  last!

There  is.  however,  in  our  Church  a  sepa¬ 
rate  and  sutfi  .lent  reason  for  the  subordi¬ 
nation  of  the  bishop*  ior  eXe<  ut'Vr;  to  the 
General  Conte  lence  (or  legislature),  iu  the 
fact  that  they  exercise  by  appointment  the 
function  ol  presenting  enmitie  s  to  al! 
Methodist  pulpits  This  is  an  enormous 
power,  and  iu  order  to  render  the  use  of  it 
-ale,  our  fa* hers  look  great  p  tins  to  make 
the  subjection  of  the  episcopacy  to  the 
General  Conference  so  plain  as  to  be  bey¬ 
ond  dispute.  Kings  have  been  patrons  ot 
pilpita,  arid  so  bav.'  noblemen,  and  so  have 
learned  Utii Versifies, 'but  our  bishops  have 
concentrated  in  their  hands  a  patronage 
which  is  without  spiralled  in. all  Protest 
auistn.  To  make  them  independent  would 
lie  suicide;  we  may  be  assured  that  the 
General  Conference  will*  never  surrender 
its  powers  as  patron,  especially  now|as  the 
laity  are  constituent  im-mlrers  of  that  ln»dy.

Its  leading |  ui'4'*  .VC13  were  lookod  up  to 
vvi,1*-<riir*niptul  reverence.  Each  of  them 
represented  a  principle,  aud  gave  himselt 
up  to  it-  advocacy  VMfith  all  the  earnest 
litas  of  which  he  was  capable.  Etch  bud 
a  strong  bind  of  followers,  who  supported 
him  liouc-Uy  and  with  an  enthusiaisui  ot 
which  Iu  was  quite  worthy.  As  the  sla¬ 
very  question  rose,  our  statesmen  ranged 
themselves  tor  or  against  a  single  principle. 
On  one  side  it  was  not  a  noble  one,  but 
still  the  question  was  one  ot  public  policy, 
ami  Commanded  support  or  opposiuou  on 
public  grounds,  without  immediate  refer¬ 
ence  to  personal  'interest.  The  names  of 
chose  who  in  the  Senate  represented  the 
opposition  to  slavery  are  among  the  most 
precious  inheritances  of  ohr  history.  They 
luid  moral  courage  that  has  never  been  ex 
celled.  They  gave  tone  to  the  Senate  dur¬ 
ing  the  war,  and  kept  the  mind  otvUhe 
rouutry  fixed  on  the  one  great  question, \to 
the  practical  exclusion  of  all  others. 

It  bee  une  a  lubit  with  (he  people  to  look 
to  the  ‘‘111100  question”  only.  ;Tlie  hubit 
lasted  after  the  occasion  which  had  origi 
nated  it,  passed  away.  The  ‘•main  qu  s- 
lioti  had  gradually  lost  its  injjgortance,  but 
public  men  have  still  been  regarded  accor¬ 
ding  t  i  'he  positions  they  once  occupied 
towards  it;  with  too  little  reference  to  jheir 
fitness  to  deal  with  other  questions,  or  to 
their  personal  character,  tience,  as  other 
matters  th  in  the  original  issues  of  the  re¬ 
bellion  and  reconstruction  have  come  up 
to  claim  attention,  the  Senate  has  ceased 
to  appear  at  an  advantage  and  is  begin¬ 
ning  to  appear  very  much  at  a  disadvan¬ 
tage-  The  men  who  fcere  fairly  fitted  to 
do  the  old  work  do  not  prove  so  competent 
to  perform  the  now  tasks  that  are  allotted 
to  them.  The  judgment  which  enabled 
them  to  decide  promptly,  correctly  and  in¬ 
dependently,  when  the  question  was  of  a 
w  ar  measure,  fails  them  w  heu  they  are  call¬ 
ed  upon  to  act  on  peace  measures.  Many 
of  them  seem  to  have  lost  their  own  minds 
aud  become  slaves  e>f  the  caucus.  The  de¬ 
votion  which  was  once  so  admirably  given 
to  the  country,  and  to  the  party  which  at 
one  time  represented  it,  is  now  given  to  the 
partv.hvhich  no  longer  reprrsiuts  the  whole 
c  untry;  yet  not  so  much  to  the  party  as 
to  a  Unction. of  it. 

PubLc  men  are  not  now  impelled  to  lay 
down  personal  aims  in  the  face  of  an  ab¬ 
orting  public  peril;  tlieir  personal  am¬ 
bitious  insist  upon  being  satisfied.  Thi-ir 
weaker  nature  asseits  i:self.  Many  i  f 
them  are  believed  to  be  seeking  sell  ad 
vamemeut  at  the  expense  of  the  public 
good,  gome  are  openly  charged  with  cor¬ 
rupt  ion. 

If  we  may  judge  from  recent  elections, 
the  character  of  the  Senate  is  abqiit  to  be 
Changed  again  «.nd  tor  the  better.  Evi¬ 
dent  y  the  idea  is  working  its  way  into  the 
electoral  bodies  that  the  new  questions 
which  are  arising  require  new  meu  to  meet 
them,  and  that  the  personal  character  of 
j  our  law  makers  is  a  matter  of  first,  nor  ot 
i  second  rate  importance.  The  l  ight  of  1h-
